Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from anv person with respect to the said draft before 
the date specified will be considered by the Council of 
the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India. 

In the said Regulations : 

I. In “Chapter IV — Registered Students’ 1 , after Regu- 
lation 28., and before “Chapter V— Qualifying Exami- 
nations”, the following new Regulation 28A shall be 
added, namely : 

“2fiA. Coaching Administration and Training. — ( 1 ) 
The Council may arrange for imparting training to Re- 
gistered Students and for this purpose establish and ope- 
rate a Coaching Administration, make rules in connec- 
tion therewith and charge such fees us may be specified. 

( 2 ) The Coachjng Administration shall at all times 
function subject to the control, supervision and direction 
of the Training and Educational Facilities Committee. 


(3) All Registered Students shall be required to 
undergo such training as may be prescribed before they 
are admitted to any of the examinations referred to in 
Chapter V : 

Provided, however, that persons registered us students 
prior to 1st January 1965 shall be exempted from this 
requirement in the case of Intermediate Examinations to 
be held up to and inclusive of January 1967 and Final 
Examinations to be held up to and inclusive of Janu- 
ary 1968.” 

II. For the existing sub-regulation (,1) of Regulation 
30, the following shall be substituted, namely : 

“30. Admission to Intermediate Examination.- — (1) 
No candidate shall be admitted to the Intermediate 
Examination unless he is a Registered Student of the 
Institute and unless he has paid all his dues within the 
seventh day of the second month preceding the month 
in which the examination is held : 

Provided, however, that a candidate registered as a 
student before 1st January 1965 shall not be admitted 
to any Intermediate Examination unless a minimum 
period of eleven months hus elapsed between the date of 
registration under Regulation 20 and the first day of the 
month of the examination : 

Provided further that— 

(a) a candidate registered as a student under Re- 
gulation 20 on or after 1st Januury 1965 shall 
not be admitted to any Intermediate Examina- 
tion, or 

(b) a candidate registered us a student under Re- 
gulation 20 prior to 1st January 1965 shall 
not he admitted to any Intermediate Examina- 
tion to be held after 3 1st January 1967, 

unless he has produced a certificate from the 
Director of Studies or the Head of the Coach- 
ing Administration, by whatever name designat- 
ed, or from the head of the institution recog- 
nised by the Council in this behalf duly coun- 
tersigned by the Director of Studies or the 
Head of the said Coaching Administration, as 
the case may be, to the eflect that he has sub- 
sequent to 1st January 1965, undergone or is 
undergoing satisfactorily a course of postal or 
oral tuition for the Intermediate Examination; 
provided, however, that the said Director of
